climb to the summit of Shasta in 1949, 

Killjoys ! Our small party managed to 
arise at 2:50 AM and get under way by 
5:30 AM Saturday. Progress was rather 
slow, as a wind had developed and the 
air temperature was cold, causing a 
hard crust to form on the surface of the 
snow. In the steeper portions of the 

ascent, we were forced to remove our 
skis and kick a tedious chain of steps in 
breakable crust. 

About midway in our climb a stinging 
wind-driven snow lashed at our backs 
limiting our visibility to a few yards, 
It was not long before we were covered 
with a thick coating of white rime-~ 
mountain ghosts, About a half mile below 
the red banks, some of our party turned 
back to the base camp, leaving Howard 
Whisler and myself to continue upward, 

Minutes later Howard and I found a 
sheltered depression in an ice bridge 
that spanned the bergschrund behind the 
Red Bankse-a welcome relief from the 
storm. ‘We dared not proceed in such 
weather as the route from this point 
demanded good visibility; however, since 
the day was young we decided to maintain 
our position for a period of time in the 
hope of clear skies. We could always 
retreat without too much difficulty. 

Two long hours later, as if by magic, 
the route ahead was clear; however, a 
strong wind persistently lashed the moun- 
tain, Abandoning our skis, but with a 
pocketful of lunch and ski poles for sup- 
_ port we made our way to the hot springs 
below the summit, At this point the gale 
was so severe that it necessitated a dem 
tour to the east face rocks in the lee of 
the wind to reach the tope It took cone 
siderable digging to find thé Mazama Club 
register in two feet of snow, After a ~ 
couple of hasty and unsteady signatures, 
we made a quick retreat. 

We had not proceeded more than several 
hundred yards beyond the hot springs, 
when Mother Nature in all her fury 
descended upon us, ‘Vith almost no 


vigour at our precarious perch, nearly 
blowing us from the mountain as we lay 
face down and frantically pegged our ski 
poles next to our bodies. We were slow. 
ly sliding across the crusted surface, 
Finally Howard and I were blown just 
enough below the crest to escape the full 
force of the blow. Up to this point I 
thought we would both be blown over the 
side, Still our situation was mt much 
better as it was difficult to see more 
than a few feet in the driving snow. 

From the Red Benks I had taken a compass 
bearing on the summit; so in the shelter 
of a few small rocks I set a course back 
to the Banks, But when one can see 
nothing and the goal is bordered by a 
cliff on one side und deep bergschrund on 
the other, a compass is of little use, 
Now and then the terrific gusts would 
expose a near vertical drop a few yards to 
one side or another--what a sensation! 
How close to the route? By now we were 
lost, but we did know we had to go down 
fast to avoid freezing, With some 
memory of the topographical map we headed 
east and then south, pausing until some 
snowfield or rock would *briefly show a 
safe oourse of travel in the swirling 
snowe Ey hunt and peck we dropped below 
cloud levol and established an easy 
course of travel to timber line. ° Travele 
ing in the wet timber snow reminded us 

of "Lilt Abner" in Lower Slobbovia, 

The snow was still about six feet deep 
when we found a tree base blow clear. 
There were plenty of green boughs for bede 
ding, so collecting more than enough fire» 
wood, we spent a relatively comfortable 
night. If it were ngt for a knife and a’ 
waterproof container filled with matches, 
the trip could have been quite different, 

Arising on a very clear and calm Sunday 
morning, Howard and I found our eyes to 
be quite gritty from the wind of the pre.- 
vious day and the night campfire. We 
covered the remaining snow area in the 
cool of the morning as there was some 
avalanche danger. Our plotted course

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brought us to McCloud, about twelve miles 
south of the mountain, just as a very 
hospitable forest ranger was sitting down 
for Sunday dinner with his familye«the two 
added plates were very welcome. 

‘After dropping out of the storm, our 
main concern was our lack of communicas 
tion with the rest of our party--what 
‘were they doing? Like real friends and 
mountaineers they were doing plenty}! 
They not only had the Forest Service make 
ing an air search, but Salathe and Grant 
climbed all Saturday night, searching 
the summit on Sunday morning on our bee 
half~-even to retrieving our skis from 
the Red Bank shelter, In this regard 
Howard and I extend our sincerest thanks 
for the tireless efforts on our behalf 
by the mombers of our party and the U.S. 
Forest Service at Mt. Shasta, 

Itt. Shasta is an unpredictable moune 
taine-exposed to the weather. lly first 
ascent in the fall of 1947 found me 
nearly roasting to death. Quite diff. 
erent this time, My partner, Howard 
Whisler, although the youngest member 
of the party, displayed real courage and 
sound judgment in the tough spotse» a 
tried and true mountain man,--John Thune

Caroline Coleman's letter in the last 
Yodeler really deserves further consid- 
eration(not to mention elaboration). 

In addition to the well-argued plea for 
more touring, it proposes the establish~ 
ment of a "Peter Grubb" on Lake-of-the- 
Vioods, ‘What one of us whose names ap- 
pear, with greater or less frequency, on 
the register of Peter Grubb could fail 
to meet such a proposal with enthusiasm? 

Is there not someone else in the Club 
whose name should be made immortal, per- 
petuated in the same fashion as that of 
Peter Grubb? 

Carrying out the argument for balanc- 
ing slope-doping with touring, or of . 
putting into practice in the open what 
has been learned on the slopes, let us 
consider a few of the facts of the pro= 
posed hut in logical order: 

1. Lake-of-the-\Joods is one of the 
few localities around Echo Lake which is 
not designated as "wilderness arca", 
Hence it would be available for a site

tiful one). 

2. The location, as pointed out, is 
accessible from two sides, so that, for

Sions, an amount to cover the use could 
be charged, or perhaps the hut might be 
run on an overnight fee basis,so that 
it would be self-sustaining. 

6. If the cubic inches of air are go- 
ing to be limited in Clair Tappaan Lodge 
{as rumor hath it), such a hut would af- 
ford new fields for those who might not 
be able to make reservations there, 

7e In addition to winter, the hut 
could be used in summer as well,

“The Club owes a debt of gratitude to 
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Big Pines from Little Parents Grow 
Reforestation 18 a problem of paramount 
importance to our country, and is es- 
pecially important to a large lumber- 
producing state like California, The 
quantity and quality of our future lumber 
supply will depend on what is planted to 
replace logged-out forests. The only 
large experiment station in the country, 
one of two or three in the world, work- 
ing to develop better trees for replant- 
ing is located at Placerville, The In- 
stitute of Forest Genetics is operated 
by the U. S. Forest Service, 

The facilities at the station are in- 
adequate to handle the many possible 
types of trees for experiment, so it has 
specialized on work with the pines, in 
itself a vast field that will provide 
many years of study material. The gene~ 
ticists are hybridizing pines, chiefly 
native species, with the goals of faster 
growth, better timber, and resistance to 
drouth, frost, insects, and disease. 
Often the hybrid grows faster than either 
parent as has been found in such crosses 
as Eastern and \estern Pine, and Ponder- 
osa and Apache. Both these hybrids will 
be very important to the lumber industry. 
In a few years, many young forests will 
reflect the work of this experiment 
station.
